Hal, 


I am working on a similar project right now and will offer my 2 cents worth. 


Yes, the QST Pic is reading both forward and reflected power first, 
computing and displaying SWR. 


It is my plan to display forward power, SWR, and an "analog" bargraph of 
reflected power to make it easier to tune for minimum reflected. 


There are some problems to overcome. First of all, the Analog-to-Digital 
(A/D) converters in the Pic are 8-bit devices. 

Best case, they measure from 0 to 5vdc spread out across 255 increments. If 
you try to cover the range from a few milliwatts to a full gallon 5wW, 

you don't get enough granularity for your 3-digit accuracy. 


Additionally, most diode detector type sensors are not very linear. 


I just ran some tests yesterday using a resistive type bridge sensor with a 
1N34A diode. I used the adjustable power output of my K2 (Field Test #81) 
for the source, and measured the output from the diode with a decent digital 
voltmeter. I took FWD & REF readings at 10mw, 1w, 2w, 3w, 4w, and 5w. 


I loaded the values into Excel and graphed the results. 


I discovered two things, (1) my K2 metering is not linear either, and (2) 
the computed SWR for a 100 ohm resistor load varied from 1.50 to 1.65. 

BTW, I checked the K2's readings against a Welz meter which has 0-2 & 0-20w 
scales and has proven pretty accureate, and used the Welz values. 


The bottom line is that the difference between an SWR of 1.5 and 1.6 is 
insignificant, so the SWR reading is OK. 


In order to make the FWD Power readings more linear and meaningful will 
require taking lots of measurements and building a lookup table into the Pic 
software. I plan to work on that in the near future and will be glad to let 
you know my findings. 


I hope eventually to produce a Pic power meter which will be small, cheap, 
and accurate to within a few milliwatts over a range of 10mw to 5w. I will 
likely have to move up to a different Pic, such as the 16F876 which has 
10-bit A/D converters.

-- what qualifies as technical? When I first subscribed (some four years=

is some problem discussing technical subjects, as the knowledge level = 
varies 

greatly. To some, building a dipole from scratch is challenging = 
technically, 

as is installing connectors. Some of us are "workshop challenged" and = 
have no 

place to build anything. Some don't consider kits as "technical enough" .= 

I 

know the merits of the 2n2222 transistor are lost on me. I'm an = 
accountant 

with an interest in radio, not a professional RF or electronics engineer. 


I like technical topics, though. The 50/40/30 propogation studies of a = 
couple 

or three years ago were extremely enjoyable, from a discussion and = 
operating 

point of view. We (the list community) undertook to populate a band, and 
learn about propogation on the band. Paul, NA5N, graciously shared = 
insight 

into sunspots and "“astrospheric" conditions. W4RNL and others have 
shared 

insight into antennas. I'm just not wild about electronics. I like = 
antennas. 

The list did get me into some projects, though, for which I'm grateful. 


Personally, I've built a couple of CMOS II keyers and a 38 special, as = 
well as 

the NorCal Paddles. And I wasn't even interested in the "technical = 
stuff". 

But the "fun factor" is infectious! And I did have fun. =20 


I no longer own any "official" QRP gear. I have a TS-940 that I use for =

much fun. And, when kitting stuff quit being rewarding for the "kitters = 
and 

designers" I don't blame them for stopping. Nobody enjoys being = 
criticized 

for volunteer work. Hey, we get enough of that stuff at our employment! 


Just like ham radio in general, QRP has attracted folks who want, first = 
and 

foremost, to have fun. Frankly, the list quit being fun for a while, = 
largely 

because of folks complaining about this and that. Just like conversation= 
and 

friendship, the list goes through phases. All in all, we're ina = 
"non-tech" 

mode at the moment. But it will swing back, and all in all balance out. = 
Of 

that, I'm confident. 


The trick, in my opinion, is to use the internet as it was designed. 
=46iltering is not done on the sender's (mailing list) end, but on the 
receiver's (mail reader) end. IOW, xI* am responsible for the content I 
see. 

Some gripe about the volume of mail. Well, an internet compliant reader 
has

One key method of controlling TVI is physical separation between the 
transmitting antenna and the TV receiving antenna. Are your neighbors ona 
cable system, or using rabbit ears? 


Your most effective way to reduce TVI would be to use a centerfed dipole 
with a balanced feedline (or coax fed with a balun to decouple the line from 
the antenna.) You only want the antenna to be the radiator, not the 
feedline. An antenna tuner will add a little extra selectivity to reduce 
harmonic energy leaving your TX. 


The biggest help will be the old Inverse Square Law, though. The weaker you 
can make any harmonic energy by the time it reaches the TV antenna, the 
stronger the TV signal will be in comparison. The TV signal will override 
your harmonic energy if given a chance. 


Hope this stirs a few thoughts, Neil.

I have a comment on Tesla prompted by the tee-shirt post. Tesla was a 
genius and responsible for AC generation and distribution in this 
coutry. His products were commercialized successfully by George 
Westinghouse who was looking for new worlds to conquer after inventing 
the air brake and equiping every railroad car in the country with it. 
Tesla labored for Westinghouse. He had the habit of making every 
techncial drawing he drew the same size; about 1 inch square. The 
mechanics used to play games with Tesla, trying to get him to draw 
larger pictures by giving him huge sheets of paper. The drawings still 
came out about 1 inch square. 


Although Westinghouse paid Tesla well, Tesla resented Westinghouse 
having gotten richer than he on his inventions. He quit and started an 
independent lab in Colorado Springs. He conducted experiments there on 
wireless power transmission, and towards the end of his life, 
experimented with using electricity as a means to restore life to those 
who had died. He paid neighborhood children to bring him dead animals 
for his experiments. It was not always clear that the animals were dead 
when the kids found them. The police put a stop to this practice. 


I recently obtained a used PowerMac 6100 and am experimenting with the 
digital modes. For once Nils and I are on the same track. (Scary huh?) I 
am using Chris Smolinski's MultiMode. I have not hooked up the transmit 
yet, but I have succeeded in getting the receive to work for CW, RTTY, 
and PSK 31. This is all pretty impressive to me. Are there any other 
MacAddicts out there using their MAcs for digital modes (QRP of course)? 
Also, I have been unable to locate any Hellschreiber signals on the air. 
Is anyone playing with that mode on QRP?? 


Tuning is straightforward with the Fast Fourier Transform (FFT) spectrum 
display. It also clearly shows the reduction in noise when going to 
narrow filters. If you have the capability to use your computer as a 
spectrum analyzer (audio) I strongly suggest you do so. It is very 
educational. By the way you can use the audio spectrum analyzer to 
measure the respone of filters in your rigs. Just connect a noise 
generator to the input. The collective frequency response of the rig 
should be clearly shown on the display. It helps to disconnect the AGC 
when you do this. 


This is one area in which my old DaTong FL-3 analog filter outshines my 
new TimeWave DSP-9. I can vary the center frequency of the DaTong to 
help with the digital modes. The DSP center frequencies are fixed and 


not variable. But the skirts on the DSP are oh so steep and no ringing! 


I have obtained 4 switched capacitor active filter ICs from MAXIM. One 
each: Bessel, Butterworth, elliptic with 1.6 cutoff, and elliptic with 
1.2 cutoff. All are 5 pole. I intend to build filters from each and 
compare the responses. I always wanted to be able to hear the difference 
in ringing, if any, among different filter types. 


I hope that this post contains enough technical information to justify 
the bandwidth. I try to include something technical that is QRP related 
in each of my posts. This is my way of trying to keep those interested 
in technical posts on the list. I hope that it works.

Regarding recent posts on the above subject, I don't claim to have any 
secret tricks, but, I do know that I learned cw backwards. 


That is, I learned by copying in my head, then began writing it down, or 
rather typing it, when my speed was up to about 7 wom. I did it that way 
because I couldn't read my writing or typing, and it was just natural to 
copy in the head. 


I was about 12 years-old when I pulled this stunt. Two years later, my 
friend and I would hold 25 WPM qsos in the novice band with our WN calls. 


When I began practicing typing the code again in order to take the Extra 
exam at age 31, I had to back up to about 10 WPM and learn how to type it 
again even though my "in the head" speed was still at 30 WPM. 


Think of CW as a language. Learn the language by listening, just as you 
would listen to learn any other language. 


There's my two cents, and I'm not un-subscribing.

Sorry to hear about your hand. With head copy though, there is no need 


for the hands! What I recommend first, is that you find a QSO on the 
band...not too fast...but not too slow (although it should be on the slow 
side), and then with your head, just attempt to copy anything that the guy 
is sending. Since you will be new to this, don't expect to copy everything 
100% You should be happy if you are copying anything! If you are only 
copying the first letter or so of each sentence, DON'T GIVE UP!!! When you 
get tired of all the garbled cw characters in your head, just turn the rig 
off. You Don't want to get frustrated. If your feeling better the next 
day, turn the rig on and do the same thing! I guarentee that once you keep 
doing this for a little bit, you will slowly get better and better. Practice 
does nothing but good! 

Soon Mike, the lightbulb will go on in your head, and it will be as 
natural as writing it down. For some people, the lightbulb goes on fairly 
quickly, although for others it may take a bit more time. If you have been a 
ham for a while and have been copying cw on paper ever since you got on the 
air, it might take some time to break the habit, to copy on to the 
composition between your ears, but if you keep practicing, you WILL get 
better, and better, and better!!

A few months ago, a friend of mine expressed interest in getting his ham 
license and wanted to build his own rig. He'd seen me at work, playing 
with my newly-built SST40 and our department's oscope, and wanted to know 
more about it. I explained ham radio in general, QRP & kit-building in 
particular. The more I told him, the more interested he got and he 
started working on memorizing the code. 


To celebrate his memorization of 26 letters, 10 numbers and various 
punctuation marks, he decided to go ahead and build his first kit so he 
could hear CW on the air rather than from a cassette tape. I gave him 
several web site addresses of kit manufacturers, told him what I knew 
about them and that my next kit would be a DSW20 and that whatever kit he 
decides upon, I recommend the 40m band. 


Three weeks later, he showed me his completed DSW40 and asked me to put 
her on the air! He'd never built a kit of any type before, though he is 
technically inclined, yet he built and tuned up the DSW solo. We took it 
to my house, attached my 40m inverted V, called CQ and were answered by a 
QRPer in Maine, who gave us a 579. He was one happy dude and so was I. 


Moral of the story: 

There ain't one. But those new DSWs have the best 
"ease-of-assembly:performance" ratio of any other rig I know of. Now, if 
anyone wants to drive over to my buddie's house in Sparta and distract 
him with a Budweiser or three, I'll swipe his DSW40 while he ain't 
looking.

Like many on the list, I have neither the time nor the inclination to read 
every posting. Unsubscribing is not an acceptable solution because there 
are many posting which I find useful. Relying on filters is also not 
satisfactory because of the time it takes to add new topics to filter, as 
well as the number of topics which deserve to be filtered. 


The solution which works for me (for the past several years) is to direct 
all ham radio email messages to a single free account at Hotmail. Hotmail 
has a very useful feature - "select all displayed messages." With this 


feature with a single mouse click I mark all messages received. I then go 
through the messages and "“unmark" all of the messages I want to read based 
on the subject header. I then click a single delete key to eliminate the 
rest. I can then read the postings which interest me fairly quickly. 


I may miss out on a few useful posting but the time saved makes this 
technique a very acceptable trade off. Also, using the Hotmail account only 
for ham topics cuts down on traffic to my accounts at work and home.

You spend a lot of time driving. Why not listen without trying to copy? My 
standard reply to people who want to improve their cw is to have the radio on 
in the background while you are doing something else and don't worry about 
copying. Pretty soon you will catch a word or two here and there. And before 
long you'll be listening to that code without realizing that you are.

I've been licensed 
for 18 years, worked traffic nets on CW, worked QRP 
contests and so forth on CW, and have run practice 
tapes until the oxide was worn off them. I still am 
not comfortable copying morse at speeds much over 

10 or 12 wom, and just can't do it much over 15 at 
all. Sending, which others seem to find difficult, I 
have no problems with (or at least, no one has ever 
complained about my sending...) In recent years I have 
given up on improving my morse any further and just 
moved into digital modes. I really don't care for SSB 
and rarely plug in a microphone.

Hi All, 


There is a big push to "do something" about people talking on cell 
phones while driving. This is just like the trucking industry a few 
years ago wanting to ban CB. 


People are using these things as excuses for poor driving and even 
saying that they are what made them wreck their car/truck. Now they 
are starting to get what they asked for! :-) 


And the truth of the matter is that there are MANY people who should 
not be allowed to talk while driving. This includes cell phones, 
radios and other people in the car. The really isn't any difference! 


Taking your eyes off the road to look at a cell phone or radio display 
is not a good thing! This is a great selling point for simple radios 
with "talking" displays. 


Your display should be mounted where you can see it and also still 
watch the road/traffic. When in heavy traffic you should not look at 
anything but the road/ the traffic and those "where the heck did that 
come from" things! The QSO can wait! 


Most of my driving and mobile operating is done in what would seem to 
be remote areas for many of you. I consider Reno, NV to be a BIG city 
and just about die when I have to go someplace like the Peoples 
Republic of California! :-) 


And I drove truck for a few years. Over a million miles without any 
accidents. So I think I know a little about the subject! :-) 


As far as doing CW in while driving, it's no different than listening 
to your favorite radio station. It really does become just another 
language. 


Sending, for most of us, does require taking one hand off the wheel 
but I'll bet that few always have both hands on the wheel anyway so 
that isn't a big thing to learn. 


Voice operating is not that much different. Most will hold the mic in 
their hand, again leaving only one for driving. 


Some people say that they can't chew gum and walk at the same time! 

These are the people who should not take, listen to the radio or do 

anything else but pay attention to their driving. Some people really 
can't "multi-task" very well. 


I also use earphones while driving if Carol is in the truck. I leave 
one ear uncovered to hear traffic and listen for emergency vehicles. 
Legal? I don't know and really don't care! I'm too old to let little 
details like that worry me! :-) 


How can you get to the point that listening to CW doesn't take your 
mind off your driving? 


There is no simple, easy, magic way. None. Period! 


But it doesn't need to be work either. And I think it's best if it 
isn't! 


Throw the writing stick away and just listen to CW. Find a QSO going 
on where both stations are good copy. (Don't fool around with weak 
signal work while trying to learn to head copy....you already have 
enough to do!) 


Clean up the shack or some other task that doesn't require a lot of 
thinking while listening. Soon, (don't you just hate that word?) you 
will start to hear words or thoughts. As you start to follow the 
conversation back and forth you will have an idea of what topics will 
be coming next. 


You do NOT need 100% copy to enjoy head copy. All you are trying to do 
is understand what is going on. If you miss several words and only 
hear parts of others in a SSB QSO you still know what the other 
operator is saying. Same thing with CW. 


We do not need to be perfect! 
What is Copying Behind?? 


Copying behind has nothing to do with head copy. So if head copy is 
what you are looking for, don't worry about getting behind. 


Copying behind is used when you are writing down every letter, usually 
with a mill (form of typewriter). When you copy to paper, you should 
always be a few letters behind. This is so that you know what the word 
is before you start writing. 


I have seen people on ships that could (and did all the time) copy 
between 2 and 3 lines of text behind! Just about blew me away the 
first time I watched it being done. 


What happens is that the CW comes into the ears and just goes out the 
fingers. You seldom know what is being sent and have to read the paper 
later to see what was sent! 


I don't see much application for that in normal QSO's. But copying a 
few letters behind is good. This cuts down on your errors. 


Again, there is no magic way of learning. It's just doing! 


And if you are one of those who just can't get over XX wpm, please try 
the "fast to slow" method. Listen to 50 wpm CW just like you would 
listen to some music. Don't try to hear any letters. Just enjoy the 
rhythm. 


Slow the speed down every few minutes by a couple of wpm. 


Soon letters will start to "appear" out of the noise. When that 
happens write them down but DON'T try to hear letters that don't just 
jump into your head. 


Continue reducing the speed and writing down what appears. 

Do this as many times a week/day as you can. Make each session as long 
or as short as you need to/want to. But remember, speed increases are 
tied right in to how you practice and how long you practice! :-) 

You will be amazed at the speed you will be copying. 

The very WORST thing you can do is start a practice session at a slow 
speed. For example, if you are having trouble at 15 wpm you might be 
tempted to start at 10 wpm because you can copy that OK. 

But what you are doing is setting all the reactions in your mind to 
function at 10 wpm. They will then resist going to 15 wpm! That is my 
own little "picture" I get and I'm sure there are lots and lots of 


ways to say it that are better, but you get the idea! 


Start FAST to get the mind functioning FAST. Then slow down and see 
how you do. 


OK, this is too long already!

This will be the last post on the subject but wanted to let folks know the 
conclusions reached from the testing: 


(1) NVIS comms is viable on 160M using only a 1/8 wave endfed wire slightly 
above the ground level 


(2) When the LUF covers 160M, signal reports next door as well as 500 miles 
away will be of relatively same signal strength. 


(3) QRP CW and SSB comms are viable using NVIS 


(4) Improvements in NVIS can be maximized when elevating the horizontal 
antenna about 1/10 wavelength above the ground (also see LB CEBIK's article 
on CLOUD BURNERS) 


I will be exploring the effectiveness of the 160M DCTL in the weeks to come. 
This is a loop comprised of about 58 £t of 300 ohm line. See 
(http: //marty.w.tripod.com/antennas.html) for details.

There used to be a station in Huntsville, Ala that used separate 
amplifiers on his phased system but I was never too sure why 

he had different amps depending on which direction. I have used 
since 1969 and continue to use phased verticals with good results. 
They have been anything from the 33ft made from emt conduit to 
the current Cushcraft AP8A's in a multiband system. In all, 

the phasing has been done with one type of LC network or another 
and the antennas fed with equal lengths of feeders. 


Cut lines are basically a single frequency system but will cover 
a band with varying results, the deepest null will be at the 
design frequency. One of the best works for phasors and 

amateur designed phased arrays is in the CQ series of the late 
60's "Verticals" and later compiled into an excellent book 
entitled "Verticals by Capt. Paul Lee, USNR, W3JHR and later N6PL. 
I recommend the Ohm's law phasor for best results over a multiband 
system and the wide range of frequencies involved.

> A few months back, I announced the "Flying Pigs QRP Club's" miniPIG-10 

> tranceiver. Well it's here if someone wants to build it. Schematic and 
> parts help are available here... http://www.mpna.com/fpqrp/minipig.html 
I took a look at Diz's circuit and it looks to be a good, sound 

design. Of course, I would have done a few things different, but that 
dosen't neccisairly mean better, just different. 


A junk CB set could provide a fair number of the parts needed to 
build this rig. In perticular, many of the toriods and trimmer caps 
could be replaced by the tuned coil cans in the CB. The Tx band pass 
filter and the RX amp BP filters would be good canidates to be 
replaced by the cans. The output of the IF amp could be tuned with a 
10.7 Mhz IF can padded down slightly so it would tune at 8 Mhz. 


Also the output low pass filter could be lifted from the CB or the 
toriods replaced by air wound coils. At 10 meters, the LPF coils are 
of reasonable size to be made air wound and would have a higher Q 
that toriods. A number of the RF chokes could be replaced by molded 


inductors, further reducing the number of toriods to wind. 


The CB set could also provide the RF driver and PA transistors, audio 
amp and assorted R's C's, diodes and small signal transistors. Heck, 
use the cabinet to build it in. 


I'm not sure the audio mute fet switch is really needed, as the LO 
drive to the NE602 is turned off durring Tx. Putting a mute voltage 
to the 1350 IF amp would do the trick, in case there is still some LO 
leakage into the product detector. 


I would feed the audio side tone into the other audio amp input (pin 
1, I belive), through a trimmer, so the side tone is volume control 
independant. Simply a personal preference here, but is a simple 
change to provent being blased by the side tone if you have the audio 
turned up high. 


Finally, I would think about adding negative feedback to the RF 
preamp or changing it to a grounded base to reduce the posibility of 
oscillations. 


All in all, though, it looks pretty good. Just wish my browser would 
have printed out the whole schematic, not just a corrner of it!
